The board met pursuant to adjournment, Dr. J. B. O. Custis, pres¬ 
ident of the board, in the chair. 

Present: All the members of the board, Dr. Custis, Dr. Jos. Tabor 
Johnson, Dr. E. G. Benson, Mr. L. Cabell Williamson, and Mr. B.F. 
Leighton, and the secretary. Dr. William C. Woodward. 

There appeared before the board James C. Pugh, Jr., Esq., assist¬ 
ant corporation counsel for the District of Columbia, T. J. Mackey, 
Esq., attorney' for Dr. Czarra, and Dr. Sigmund A. Czarra in propria 
persona; Officer 0. W. Proctor and Officer N. B. Herdon. 
Whereupon— 

The Chairman : The board is now in session pursuant to the 
motion of last week for an adjournment until today to hear the 
charges against Dr. Czarra, 

Mr. Mackky: Mr. Chairman, I represent Dr. Sigmund A. Czarra 
in this proceeding, and I will read the plea which, in accordance 
with the requirement of the law, he files in his own proper 

8 person. I will hand you a copy of it, Mr. Chairman, and I 
will read it to you :

10 I presume the prosecuting officer is present and he may de¬ 
sire to be heard, and I can then reply. I have the opening 
and the reply, under this plea. 

The Chairman: We do not care to hear extended arguments on 
that question. Mr. Pugh, have you anything to say ? 

Mr. Pugh : This motion, it seems to me, is a little premature. It 
proceeds upon the theory that we based this complaint on a con¬ 
viction in the police court for distributing obscene literature. That 
is not the factj at all. We based our complaint here upon the dis¬ 
tribution itself; no other contention. The record of the police 
court can only be used as an element of proof to establish that fact. 
The conviction in the police court has nothing on earth to do with 
this case. . . . . 
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Mr. Mackey : We will show that it has everything. 

Mr. Pugh: All right. 

Mr. Mackey : It has everything to do with it. 

Mr. Pugh : Because we propose to prove, aside from the record of 
the police court, that this man admitted that he distributed this cir¬ 
cular. That is the ground of the complaint, the basis of the com¬ 
plaint is the distribution. 

Mr. Williamson: That is the charge here, as you would have 
seen. Judge Mackey, if you had looked at it. 

Mr. Mackey: Yes, I know what the charge is, I hold it in my 
hand. 

11 Mr. Williamson : It is not upon the basis of a conviction. 

Mr. Mackey : No. 

Mr. Leighton: This is a plea to the jurisdiction of this board to 
try the case. 

Mr. Mackey : We could not proceed, if the proposition of the 
learned prosecuting officer is correct, because this complaint specifies 
no circular at all, no circular is specified in this complaint, there is 
no identification of the corpus delicti^ as the lawyers say, of what 
constitutes the offense—nothing; it is in the air; there is no speci¬ 
fication ; there is nothing to which this party can plead, at all. It 
does not designate a circular, book, or parnplilet. 

Mr. Pugh : The pamphlet is filed in evidence. 

Mr. Mackey : There is no means of identification by which he 
may be informed of the nature and cause of his offence. 

Mr. Pugh : The pamphlet is filed with the papers. 

Mr. Mackey (continuing): And the Constitution of the United 
States provides, in its 6th amendment, that no person shall be placed 
on trial on any charge involving his liberty or property until the 
nature and cause of the offence are fully set forth. 

12 Mr. Mackey: Nothing in this complaint, I submit to your 
honorable court, has anything to do with a trial by your 

board The record of the court ousts your jurisdiction. There is 
not one jurisdictional allegation in this paper, not one, unless your 
jurisdiction is invoked on the ground that he was charged in the 
police court with distributing obscene literature, deposited a collat¬ 
eral, and forfeited the collateral. 

The Chairman: I think we are entirely ready to consider that, 
and I think we understand your position, and if the gentlemen will 
retire into the other room we will hold a short executive session, 
and render a decision. 

Mr. Mackey: Does your board sit judicially ? 

Mr. Leighton: No, it has a’quasi judicial function. 

Mr. Mackey : If it does, I object to the prosecuting officer being 
present during your deliberation. He could not be present during 
the deliberations of a grand jury. That is the law. If the prose¬ 
cuting attorney has anything to say he should say it in the presence 
of the defendant. I protest against bis being present. 

Mr. Pugh : I.do not want to be present, Judge. 
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(At this point the room was cleared of all except the members of 
the board, and after a short executive session, the doors were 
again opened and the parties and their respective counsel returned 
to the room.) 

The Chairman : The secretary will please read the minutes of 
the resolution which has just been passed by the board. 

The secretary read as follows: 

“ Moved and seconded that the objection to the jurisdiction 

13 submitted by the respondent be overruled, and that the hear¬ 
ing be proceeded with. Carried unanimously.” 

Mr. Mackey : If you please, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
board, I except to the ruling of the board and give notice of appeal 
from 3 mur ruling as empowered by section 10 of the act vesting juris¬ 
diction in the board to hear complaints. It is appealable, sir. I 
give notice of appeal, and make a formal request that you arrest the 
proceedings. There is no question that all subordinate tribunals 
must conform their practice to the practice of the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Leighton : You have your right of appeal and review of our 
record in the Court of Appeals. 

Mr. Mackey : In the Court of Appeals. 

Mr. Leighton : But the time has not yet arrived- 

Mr. Mackey: My client has the right to give a supersedeas bond 
and arrest these proceedings. 

Mr. Leighton : Well, we propose to proceed with the taking of 
the evidence of the witnesses that we have here. 

Mr. Mackey: Very well; I have given notice of the appeal. Do 
you hold, gentlemen, that your judgment depriving this defendant 
of his franchise can be executed; that he can be deprived of his 
franchise pending his appeal ? 

Mr. Leighton : Certainly not- 

Mr. Mackey: What is the value of an appeal? 

Mr. Leighton : We have not taken away his franchise at all. 

Mr. Mackey: If the appeal does not operate against your judg¬ 
ment at all, or against your order, if you proceed we can 

14 not plead to the merits of the case. He surrenders his plea 
to the jurisdiction if he comes here with a single witness, if 

he even remains in your presence, even to take part or to make a 
defense. His plea to the jurisdiction then lapses. He must stand 
there, or he has no standing. He can not go into this case; he is 
absolutely barred. That is settled law. If your honorable board, 
have any doubt about that, I will show you a long list of author¬ 
ities upon it. They are a^ one on that point, that the plea to the 
jurisdiction having been made, and due notice of appeal, that must 
be decided. The party gives bond, a proper appeal bond, and it 
arrests the procedure, and he can not come in and plead to the 
merits of the case at all. He retires. 

The Chairman; We will proceed. After we give a decision you 
can appeal according to the law. 
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Mr. Mackey: We will appeal from that order, the jurisdiction, 
and will never touch your decision in the Court of Appeals. We 
will never revert to it, whether you have decided. Simply the plea 
of jurisdiction in the Court of Appeals, without regard to the merits 
of the case at all, whether guilty or not guilty. So we will retire 
gentlemen, and I will perfect the appeal. 

Mr. Pugh : The first thing in the order of proof, I presume, would 
be to have the record show that Dr. Czarra is a licentiate of this 
board, and 1 presume the board can take judicial notice of its own 
papers and its own licenses. 

Mr. Williamson: The board can, but if there was an appeal, it 
seems to me that the record ought to show by the evidence 
16 aflarmatively that he is a licentiate. 

Mr. Pugh : I will ask the secretary of the board to give us 
a copy of the license and incorporate it in the record. 

Dr. Woodward : We will have a copy made. 

Mr. Pugh : What does vour record show ? 

Dr. Woodward: Do you want me sworn? I can get a notary 
and I can be sworn. 

Mr. Pugh: I am a notary and I can swear you. We had better 
get it in its proper order, I presume. 


Thereupon Dr. William R. Woodward, a witness produced on 
behalf of the prosecution, having been first duly sworn, was exam¬ 
ined and testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Pugh : 

Q. Now, 5 mu are the secretary of the Board of Medical Super¬ 
visors, Doctor ? A. Yes sir. 

Q. Have you the record there of a license issued to Dr. Sigmund 
A. Czarra? A. I have. 

Q. Just read to us what the record shows there in regard to that 
matter. A. The register of licenses of the Board of Medical Super¬ 
visors shows that a license numbered 188, and carrying date Jan¬ 
uary 2,1897, was issued to Dr. Sigmund A. Czarra, authorizing him 
to practice medicine and surgery in the District of Columbia. 
16 Q. That license is still in vogue ? A. Yes sir. 

Q. In operation ? A. Yes sir. 

Mr. Pugh : That is all. 

Mr. Leighton : Mr. Pugh, does hot the plea put in by the re¬ 
spondent admit what you have just proved? 

Mr. Pugh : Yes sir, it does. 

(At this point Dr. Czarra and his counsel, Mr. Mackey, left the 
room.) 
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Mr. Leighton : That is made a part of the record too, is it not ? 

Mr. Pugh : Yes sir, it is, but I assumed that it was better to have 
the official record of it. . 

Mr. Williamson : Mr. Chairman, I think it would be well to have 
it noted on the record at this point that Dr. Czarra and his counsel 
have left the room. 

(Witness excused.) 

Thereupon Officer N. P. Herndon, a witness produced on be¬ 
half of the prosecution, having been first duly sworn, was examined 
and testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Pugh : 

Q. Mr. Herndon, do you remember going to Dr. Czarra’s of- 

17 fice any time last winter ? A. Yes sir. 

Q. When was it? A. The date I could not exactly state. 

Q. Did yon make a memorandum in reference to it ? A. Yes 
sir. That is something I could not deny under any circumstances. 

Q. Did you make this memorandum (producing pamphlet, Ex¬ 
hibit “ Czarra No. 1’^) ? A. Yes sir. 

Q. Where did you get this pamphlet? A. In Dr. Czarra’s office. 

Q. Who gave it to you ? A. The Doctor was sitting right off from 
me on the side, and I told him I wanted a pamphlet, and so forth, 
of his treatment, and this was presented to me by the gentleman 
there with us. That is my handwriting (indicating writing on front 
of pamphlet). 

Q. That was made at the time? A. Yes sir. 

Mr. Pugh: I offer this pamphlet in evidence, with the endorse¬ 
ment on it, the memorandum which Officer Hernden says he made, 
which reads; N. R. Herndon, Jan. 30tb, 1903. 2:45 p. m.” 

The Witness: If you want a memo, made, I can do it—a dupli¬ 
cate of my handwriting. 

Mr. Pugh : Never mind, that is all. Does the board want to ask 
the witness anything? 

18 By the Chairman : 

Q. That was handed to you in the office in Dr. Czarra^s presence? 
A. No sir—I did not put that signature on there. 

Q. No; you were handed this document therein his presence? 
A. Yes sir. 

By Mr. Pugh : 

Q. Do you know Dr. Czarra personally ? A. No sir, I do not. 

Q. Was he the gentleman who was in attendance here in this 
room? A. Yes sir. 

Mr. Pugh : Very well. 

2—~1409a 
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By Dr. Johnson : 

Q. I would like to ask him if Dr. Czarra gave him the pamphlet 
in answer to a request of his for his treatment? A. Tliey were 
laying on a table. The request—or rather the words that I said 
were, “ I want a pamphlet of your treatment.” 

Q. Yes. A. And they were laying on this table. 

Mr. Leighton : 

Q. You sa}’’, “ they.” How many of them were there ? A. There 
were a pile of them there, may be a half dozen or a dozen, or there 
might have been five dozen. 

19 By Dr. Johnson : 

Q. Did he give it to you, or did some other person ? A. Oh, right 
off the table. 

Q. Did he hand it to you or some other person ? A. I asked him 
for a pamphlet of his treatment. 

Q. How came you to take up that pamphlet? A. I believe there 
were two or three pamphlets there. 

Q. I want to know how you came to get the pamphlet, whether he 
told you, or handed it to you ? A. He said there they were—the 
pamphlets were. 

Q. He said, “ There they are, you can have one; ” is that it ? A. 
Yes sir. He said, There are the pamphlets; help yourself.” 

Q. That is all I wanted to know? A. Yes sir. 

(Witness excused.) 


Thereupon Charles W. Proctor, a witness produced on behalf 
of the prosecution, having been first duly sworn, was examined and 
testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Pugh : 

Q. Now, Mr. Proctor, just tell the board what investigation you 
made of this matter, and what do you know about Dr. Czarra dis¬ 
tributing these circulars, this pamphlet here ? A. Yes sir. 

20 Q. Start from the beginning and tell the whole stor^L A. 

I believe Dr. Woodward had called my attention to these 
pamphlets here, and I got Mr. Herndon to go to Dr. Czarra’s office 
at 1233 Pennsylvania avenue. I saw Herndon go in and saw him 
come out, and be brought that pamphlet that he has signed his 
name to there (indicating Exhibit “ Czarra No. 1”). I requested him 
to sign his name on it so that he could recognize his name again, if 
he saw it. 1 then went to the police court, and got a warrant charg¬ 
ing him with distributing them. The case was continued. After 
which I had a talk with Dr. Czarra about the matter, and he told 
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me that—I asked him if he had caused the distribution of these 
circulars, and he said he did, and I asked him who did it, and he 
told me Mr. Muse—that is the witness who is here—and I don^t 
just exactly remember the question I asked him, but I asked him 
something as to why he came to do it, and, I suggested to him that 
he should not have done it, and he said that a brother of his, who 
was on here, had led him into the error, and if it had not been for 
him he would not have been led into it. And I told him that they 
were horribly out of the way, and indecent and not fit for people to 
read, and I suggested to him that young ladies might be sitting in 
their homes in the absence of their father and mother, and might 
take one of these up and sit down perhaps in the hall or the vestibule 
and read it, and that it was liable to have very bad consequences— 
all about sexual connection and all that. He said he knew it 
was ofi‘ and wrong, and said that he would not have got into 
21 it but for his brother who was here, and he said at the time 
that his brother was away from the city, tliat he had been 
here but was gone away again; and he admitted that he had them 
distributed and that this man Muse did the distributing. I don't 
remember what street it was, but I saw one of these circulars lying 
out in the street up on Capitol Hill there, in the northeast or south¬ 
east, lying in the street, myself- 

I guess that is about all that I know concerning the matter. 

Q. Does any member of the board desire to question Officer 
Proctor ? 

By Mr. Leighton : 

Q. Did he admit that he sent these pamphlets out for circulation, 
and delivered them to the homes of citizens of tlie District of Co-: 
lumbia? A. He admitted it, yes sir. 

By the Chairman : 

Q. Did you hear any complaints from anyone else other than Dr. 
Woodward who you think called your attention to it; did 3 mu hear 
any complaints from anyone else? A. I do not remember. 

By Mr. Pugh: 

Q. There are a great many of them. A. I have a faint recollec¬ 
tion that I spoke to other parties about them, and they said they 
had seen them themselves about town. 

.22 By Mr. Williamson : 

Q, You say you have a witness here who distributed them ? A. 
Yes sir. 

Bv Dr. Johnson : 

Q. Did he admit to you that he distributed them around in the 
.vestibules of houses ? A. Dr. Czarra ? 

Q. Yes. A. He admitted that he caused it to be done. , 
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Q. He hired somebody? A. Yes, sir. He seemed to think and claim 
that it was at the instigation of a brother of his. I don’t know any¬ 
thing about the brother. 

Q. The question was about the fact? A. Yes sir. 

By Mr. Leighton : 

Q. Do you know any other facts? A. He told me that it was all 
wrong and that he did not propose to appear in court, and whatever 
was the penalty he wanted to pay it and be done with it. 

By Mr. Pugh : 

Q. And as the result of that he forfeited his collateral? A. Yes 
sir. Is the record here ? 

Q. I will take that up after awhile. A. Yes sir. 

Mr. Pugh : That is all, unless some member of the board wants 
to ask further questions. 

(Witness excused.) 

23 Mr. Pugh : Now I want to offer a transcript of the record 
of the police court in respect to this matter, and ask that it 
be made a part of the record in the case. 

(And the same is filed marked Exhibit “ Czarra No. 2).” 

(At this point Mr. Mackey re-entered the room.) 


Thereupon George Muse, a witness produced on behalf of the 
prosecution, having been first duly sworn, was examined and testi¬ 
fied as follows: 

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Pugh : 

Q. George, do you know Dr. Czarra ? A. Yes sir. 

Mr. Pugh : Here is Judge Mackey again. What did you come 
back for. Judge? 

Mr. Mackey; As a curious spectator. I am collecting incidents 
of interest in order that I may find subjects for my forthcoming 
book on Judicial Curiosities. 

(Mr. Mackey here again left the room.) 

By Mr. Pugh : 

Q. Were you ever employed by Dr. Czarra to distribute that cir- 
<5ular (indicating Exhibit Czarra No. 1 ”)? A. Yes sir. 

Q. When was it; how long ago? A. I think it was the. last of 
September, and the first of last March; somewhere along there, I 
don’t know exactly the time. The last of September and the 
24 first of March, somewhere along there. 

Q. You were employed in March and in September? A, 

Yes sir. 
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Q. To distribute these qirculars ? A. Yes sir. 

Q. By Dr. Czarra? A. Yes sir. 

Q. Where did he tell you to deliver them, to distribute them? 
A. He told me to go to every door and leave them, whether rich or 
poor, and to get them in the vestibules as near as I could, and on 
the door-sills. 

Q. In the vestibules and on the door-sills? A. And he did not 
want me to give them to any person on the street; he said not to 
give them to any person on the street. 

Q. You did that ? A. Yes sir. 

Q. And he paid you for it? A. Yes sir. 

Mr. Proctor: Ask him to what extent he distributed them. 

Mr. Lisighton : And in what sections of the city. 

The WiTNicss: I first went to the soutlieast, and I pretty well put 
them all through the whole southeast first, and then I worked up 
northeast awhile, and then I came down and put (hem in a part of 
the southwest and then 1 worked fx-om the northeast across to the 
northwest and up as far as 16th street, where I crossed over and 
came back down to the Bond building. 

25 Q. You covered nearly the whole city? A. Yes, sir, 
pretty nearly the whole city up to 16th street and back this 

way. 

Q* Can you estimate how many you distributed ? A. No, sir, I 
could not do that by any means. I know I distributed some days 
about 900 a day, because I know- 

Q. Nine hundred a day, and how many altogether? A. I 
couldn^t tell. You know it took a good deal all through that part 
of the city. I never took any notice of how many; some two or 
three weeks. 

Q. Nine hundred a day? A. No sir, not every day, but I didn’t 
ever come in unless there come a storm or bad weather, with less 
than 600 or 700. 

Q. That was your lowest? A. Yes sir. I would do that anyhow. 

Q. What was your record as to the maximum ? A.. Just when I 
went to work I wanted to do all I could, because I wanted the job. 
I saw in the paper that they wanted a man, and I went to see him, 
and he said he had a man, but he said, “ How would you like to 
distribute some books,” and I said, “ On what principle ? ” He says, 
“ You put them up in the vestibules, in the doors, and I will pay 
you for it.” And I said, “I have to do some work, and I have no 
work to do, and that is honest work, and I would as lief do it as 
anything.” 

Q. Did he send,a team along with you? A. No sir, I just had a 
mail bag. 


Mr. Pugh : I guess that is all. 

26 Mr. Leighton: Yes, that is enough. 

Mr. Hugh: I guess that is all the evidence that we have in 
respect to this. 
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Mr. Leighton ; That closes the Government’s case ? 

Mr. Pugh: Yes sir. 

The Chairman : The other side is not here. 

Mr. Pugh : Of course this pamphlet, through the different pages 
of it, will show its bad character. I do not care to read that to the 
board. 

Mr. Leighton : Had you not better refer, for the purposes of the 
record, to the special part on which you rely? 

Mr. Pugh : I have marked this pamphlet there (indicating in 
pamphlet). Those parts found in this pamphlet, with a pencil mark 
on the side of the page, are the particular parts that we would like 
the board to refer to. This whole pamphlet of course I offer in evi¬ 
dence, but I refer particularly to page 2^ There are other portions 
of it which are very bad, but that is the particular gravamen. 

Dr. Johnson: We have to decide whether that is obscene or not? 

Mr. Pugh: You will not have much difficulty in that. 

Dr. Johnson: Mr. Mackey claims under some construction of the 
law that the board has not jurisdiction of the case. 

Mr. Pugh : He claims that on the basis that you have got to con¬ 
vict him in the police court. 

The Chairman : What is your answer to his argument in that 
respect? 

27 Mr. Pugh : The whole question depends on whether this is 
conduct of an unprofessional and dishonorable character, 
such as the law contemplates. 

The Chairman : Here is section 10- 

Mr. Pugh : Irrespective of any proceedings in the police court, the 
question depends here entirely upon whether the board holds the 
distribution of literature of that character by one of its licentiates to 
be conduct of an unprofessional and dishonorable character. 

The Chairman : That is what you mean in this ? 

Mr. Pugh : Yes, that is what that complaint means; aside from 
any procedure in the police court, the question here for the board 
to determine is whether a licentiate of this board is guilty of dis¬ 
honorable and unprofessional conduct in the distribution of a pam¬ 
phlet of that character, throwing it in the doorways of the citizens 
of the whole communiiy, knowing just what it is, what .obscenity it 
contains, and everything of that kind; whether that distribution is 
unprofessional or dishonorable in its character. That is what the 
law says. We do not base this case at all upon a conviction of a 
crime involving moral turpitude, but it is upon the other aspect of 
it, involving unprofessional and dishonorable conduct in the distri¬ 
bution of an obscene pamphlet, that we base it and if you will 
read the pamphlet you will have no difficulty in seeing how rotten 
it is, because it is awful. 

Mr. Williamson : I would like to ask Mr. Proctor just one ques¬ 
tion more. 
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28 Thereupon Charles W. Proctor was recalled, and further 
interrogated, as follows: 

By Mr, Williamson : 

Q. Mr. Proctor, where is this office of Dr. OzariVs? 

Mr. Pugh : The pamphlet shows it. It is 1233 Pennsylvania 
avenue. 

Mr. Williamson : Well’ I would rather know it from the testi¬ 
mony of Mr. Proctor. 

A. The office is on the north side of Pennsylvania avenue, two- 
thirds of the way from 12th street, going towards 13th. 

Q. Can you give the number? A. 1233. 

Q. Has he any other office in the city? A. He has an office at 
6th street and Louisiana avenue, here on the southeast corner of 
this block. 

Q. Is he the doctor that has the sanitarium in Maryland ? A. 
He is the doctor that did have one for several years, that is to the 
best of my information and knowledge. He admitted himself to 
me that he had it. 

Mr. Williamson: That was all I wanted to ask you, just to locate 
him. 


29 Thereupon Officer N. E. Herndon, having been hereto¬ 
fore duly sworn was recalled, and further interrogated, as 
follows: 

By the Chairman : 

Q. What character of patients did you see in the office here; did 
vou see anvone in the office ? A. No sir, I did not see. I went into

the office on the second floor of 1233 Penn, avenue here in the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, and there was a table like this (indicating) and 
on this table were those pamphlets. 

Thereupon Officer C, W. Proctor was recalled, and further in¬ 
terrogated. 

By the Chairman : 

Q. Mr. Proctor, may I ask you as an officer of the District, de¬ 
tailed to look after medical practitioners, in gene.ral, what class of 
patients did you find that he had ? A. I have no personal knowl¬ 
edge, Doctor, of his class of patients, except that I have seen men 
and women in the 6th Street office, reputable sort of looking folks. 

Q. As far as you know is there any record in the police court 
against Dr. Czarra for anything else ? A. None other, except the 
pn^ cited here. , 
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Q. There is no past history of that kind ? A. Not that I know- 
of. 

30 Q. Did he once live in the northeastern section of the city, 
up beyond the Capitol ? A. have been informed that he lived 

on 4th street, just north of East Capitol street, for quite awhile. 

By Dr. Johnson : 

Q. Is he the same man that there were rumors about as to his 
keeping an improper place there with his wife for awhile, and they 
associated together in a sort of abortion business, or baby farming 
business? A. I have heard so. 

Q. I just asked for information. A. Yes sir. 

Q. I want to know whether he is the same man or not? A. Yes, 
the same man. 

By Mr. Pugh : 

Q. Have you any knowledge of bis connection with this Mrs. Dr, 
E-enner? A. I have seen her in this office, and I have seen him 
in her office, since he was there, in the Stewart. In their office in 
the Dumbarton hotel, just west of the Metropolitan hotel. They liad 
an office there. She had her advertisement in the paper as Mrs. 
Dr. Benner, and I told her that she would have to take the word 

doctor ” out of her advertisement, or I would get a warrant against 
her for holding herself out as a doctor; and she took it out and put 
it in again as “ Mrs. Renner.^' They were unquestionably associ¬ 
ated together and I have seen them together several times myself, 

31 The Chairman: Are there any other questions? 

Mr. Leighton : I have none. 

(Witness excused.) 

The room having been cleared of spectators, parties and counsel, 
the board, after an executive session, passed the following resolu¬ 
tions :

To the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia : 

Your petitioner, Sigmund A. Czarra, respectfully represents unto 
the court as follows: 

That he is a citizen of the United States and a resident of the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia; that on the second day of January, A. D. 1897, 
there was issued to him a license authorizing him to engage in the 
practice of medicine and surgery in said District, and that after the 
issuance of said license he entered upon the practice of medicine 
and continued in said practice up to and until the time of the action 
taken by said Board of Medical Supervisors. 

. That on the twenty-seventh da}" of January, A. D. 1904, he was 
cited to appear before said Board of Medical Supervisors, and show 
cause why his license should not be revoked for alleged unprofes¬ 
sional and dishonorable conduct; that thereafter, on the sixth day 
of February, A. D. 1904, said Board of Medical Supervisors passed 
a resolution purporting to revoke the license issued to petitioner as 
aforesaid, thereby denying to him the right to continue in the prac¬ 
tice of said profession in said District. 

Your petitioner complains that said Board of Medical Supervisors 
were without jurisdiction or authority to pass said resolution re- 
• voking his license to practice medicine in said District for the fol¬ 
lowing reasons: 

1. That so much of the act of Congress of June 3,1896, as purports 

to give said Board of Medical Supervisors authority to revoke 

67 the license of licentiates for “ unprofessional or dishonorable 
conduct” is unconstitutional and void for uncertainty. 

2. That the complaint filed against said petitioner did not state 
facts sufficient to cause him to answer. 

3. That the said Board of Medical Supervisors erred in revoking 
the license of said petitioner for the reason that the evidence ad¬ 
duced at the hearing was not sufficient to warrant such action on 
their part. 

Wherefore your petitioner prays that his said appeal may be heard 
upon and for the reasons assigned as aforesaid, and that said appeal 
may be determined and the decision of the said Board of Medical 
Supervisors be reversed, that justice may be done in the premises.
